Retail Liquor Law on Public 
BEorality. 


Botton Suaxvaap: The following remarks 
by one of our J.P.’s on the bearing of a case 
of ** Drunk aod Disorderly,” lately adjudi- 
cated upon ia a neighboring district, touches 
@ subject of vital importance in a moral point 
of view, and ene which claims the serious 
coosideration of our liceosiag courts : 

“Ia view of the whole bearing of this 
case, I feel constrained to «xpress my convic- 
tioa that a revision is called for in our liquor 
law. I believe that precautions to some ex- 
teat are taken, that retail licenses should be 
granted only to persous of respectable char- 
acter, and that the Houses so licensed, be 
opened for the necessary entertainment and 
eefresbment of persons requiring such, and 
potas houses or places where any one may 
enter, and imbibe intoxicating drinks to any 
extent, provided he caa pay for the same. 
Drinking glass afier glass until reason be- 
somes dethroned, and his inflamed passions 
harry bim iuto the commission of disorderly 
and riotous acts of conduct, abusing by word 
and deed all who may come within his reach. 
Such resalts is the natural fruit of the law as 
it now works ; and it is deeply to be deplored 
that cases similar to that which has come 
under notice to-day, is of so frequent oceur- 
reuce. ‘ 

“It is bigh time that our licensing courts 
should seriously coosider this matter, with 
the riew of applying some check, as a reme- 
medial measure. 

‘*In grantiog retail licenses, I think it 
would be well that they should be granted 
with the express proviso, made legally biad- 
ing, and usder severe penalty, that no one 
holding a retail license, ve permitted to sel! 
on the same day, aud to the same person, 
over a certain quantity of intoxicating li- 
quors to be drunk on the premises, and far- 
ther, with regard to persoos found in s state 
of intoxication, oo the premises of any retail 
dealer; such dealer be lieb.e to fine or other 
punish nent, as the law might direct. 

“Were some such enactment ia force, | 
think it would go far to prevent the occur- 
rence of caé+s similar to that brought uoder 
consideration to-day, and which are of so 
trequest occurrence, not only ia houses of 
questionable repute, but ia houses ordivarily 
of good character. [am bound at the same 
time to remark that the non-existence of such 
ebecks to the immoderate consumption of in- 
toxicatiag liqaots, does not reader the party 
transgressiog under the influence of driak, 
le+s amenable to laws for bis misdemeanors. 
The fact, however,—aod % would be well 
that our law makers should take it into se- 
rious consideration,—that the publican be- 
bind bis bar being under no limitativn as to 
the oumber of glasses he may supply to any 
one person, offers a strong temptation to all 
who have no cvatrol over their appetite, to 
overstep the buuads of moderation, and be- 
trays them into excesses of speech aud con- 
duct, of which they may be beartily ashamed 
io their sober boors.’’
